The 
free-will offerings of the people are 
relied on to meet the diocesan agsess- 
ments and parish extension work. 
The plan proposed by the vestry is 
that the members of this body divide 
up the membership of the church be- 
tween them and then pay a personal 
visit to each person connected with the 
parish and get a pledge to pay a cer- 
tain sum each week for the fund to be 
In this way definite knowledge 
can be had as to exactly what can be 
counted upon.

But the President, 
in common with the vast mejority of 
patriotic citizens, cannot fail to re- 
joice at the defeat of Hearst, the un- 
speakable demagogue and self-seeker. 
The President is clearly entitied to 
feel an immense amount of satisfac- 
tion in the thought that he contributed 
in po smal] degree to the defeat of 
the head of the Democratic ticket in 
New York, and for that service he 
is entitled to the thanks of his coun- 


trymen. 

Although Hearst was vanquished, 
he can argue still, in Mr. Bryan's 
opinion. “The triumph of his ideas 
stil] leaves him in a position to con- 
tinue the fight for the protection of 
the public against the encroachment 
of predatory wealth.” What ideas of 
Hearst have triumiphed? The plat- 
form upon which he was defeated by 
50,000 to 60,000 adverse plurality dis- 
avowed most of the “ideas” which 
Hearst has advocated. And what has 
Hearst ever done “to protect the pub- 
lic against the encroachment of preda- 
tory wealth?” And what wealth has 
been or is more “predatory” than the 
millions which Hearst and his agents 
have expended to pervert and debauch 
public sentiment? 

Bryan declares that “if the ‘trend’ 
toward Democracy continues as strong 
for the next two years as it has been 
for the last two years, New York can 
be counted among the Democratic 
States in 1908, and Mr. Hearst is in a 
position to do valiant work in secur- 
ing a national triumph for progres- 
sive Democratic ideas.” Mr. Bryan 
ignores the fact that the Democratic 
“trend” generally appears in the years 
between Prewidentia! elections, and 
disappears in the Presidential years. 
The heaviest vote is polled when a 
President is to be chosen. Bryan and

If any justification for American 
intervention in Cuba were needed, it 


was furnished on Friday, when a com- |: 


mittee of “Liberals” called on Gov. 
Magoon to urge upon him the advisa- 
bility of greater haste in turning the 
Moderates out of office and putting the 
lAberals in. Evidently. the Cuban 
mind is incapable of understanding 
why the government should be ad- 
ministered for the good of the people 
as a whole.

he occupies. Patience and tact are 
essential qualities in such a position. 
The Cubans are much like children 
in Many ways. Having had little ex- 
perience in the difficulties and the 
advantages of self-government, there 
is small wonder that they are so back- 
ward. But it is clearly the duty of 
the United States, because of its prox- 
imity to Cuba, and the large Ameri- 
can interests involved, to protect the 
Cubans against themselves, and again 
to put them on their feet in the 
path of progress. 

It is proposed th2t another elec- 
tion shall be held in Cuba, in June 
next, to choose a new Congress and a 
new administration. The date is none 
too far away. The passions aroused 
by the insurrection must be allowed to 
cool somewhat before anything like 
a fair election will be possible. In 
the meantime, there are many les- 
sons—some of which will no doubt be 
rather bitter—which the Cubans must 
learn before they will be ready for 
the duties and responsibilities of 
autonomous government. But our pa- 
tience will be great and our friendship 
will be steadfast.

The sheet iron safe owned by John 
Brown at the time the famous aboli- 
tionist left Springfield to participate 
in the stirring scenes in Kansas and 
at Harper's Ferry has been found in 
the loft of the barn of the estate of 

A. Braman of Indian Orchard. 
| The safe is of added historical value 
as in it reposed the documents relat- 
ing to the agreement between Brown 
and Massachusetts anti-slavery lead- 
ers which resulted in Brown's going to 
Kansas to assist in making the State 
“free.” The documents are under- 
stood to have contained evidence of a 
nature which would have made promi- 
nent Massachusetts citizens subject to 
long terms of imprisonment for com- 
plicity in extreme measures in behalf 
of abolition of slavery. 

The safe is about three feet in 
height and two feet wide.

GREAT PROGRESS OF ASTRON- 


OMY IN FORTY YEARS. 


Measuring Sun’s Heat by an In- 
strument so Delicate That the Heat 
of a Man's Body Wil! Send it Be- 


yond its Limit—Cataloguing the 
200,000 Stars. : 


No field of science has seen. greater 
progress in the last forty years than 
astronomy and the methodical work 
which is being done todav has been 
planned for a far-reaching purpose. 

At Greenwich observatory the sun 
has been regularly photographed every 
clear day for more than twenty years 
with a view of determining the changes 
going on in its spots. More recently 
observations from India and Mauritius 
have been added, so that now it is a 
rare day which does not see at least 
one Te taken. The ob- 
ject of t work is to explain the cycle 
of change in the sun spots which tor 
through a period of about eleven years. 
No one has been able to distinguish 
the cause. 

Professor Langley, at the 
Physical observatory of the Smithson- 
lan institution, has just completed o~« 
of the most important works ever 
carried out-on the light of the sun. He 
has for years been analyzing those of 
its rays which, although entirely in- 
visible to our eyes, are of the same na- 
ture as those of light and are felt by 
us as heat. 

MEASURING THE SUN’S HEAT. 

The bolometer he has invented for 
this purpose is so “elicate that . the 
heat of a human body will send it be- 
yond its limit. With it Langley has 
mapped the heat rays of the sun down 
to an extent and a precision which 
were before entirely unknown. 

The business of cataloguing the stars 
is a stupendous task which is occupy- 
ing observers all over the world. °* 
there are about 100.000.0009 stars dis- 
cernible through a modern telescope, 
the tavek is a slow one, but al! the great 
national observatories in every quarter 
of the world are working in harmony 
for this purpose to study the extent 
and structure of the universe. 

Up to the present time 200.000 stars 
visible in our own latitudes have been 
catalogued in the southern hemi- 
sphores Sir David Gill of the Cape of 
Good Hope and others have plotted 
whole sections of stars not visible in 
our own latitude. 

PHOTOGRAPHING THE HEAVENS. 


In the mere matter of listing stars 
the amount of work is stupendous; 
400.000 have been listed at the obscrva- 
tory at Bonn in fifty years, and Dr. 
Thorne, in the Argentine Republic, has 
listed 500000. The heavens are being 
photographed on the largest scale all 
the observers having combined for this 
task, which promises to take some 
twenty years. 

Another delicate feat is the measur- 
ine of the distance of the stars. Most 


of them are so far away that the 


method available for this—the shift 
in the place of the star produced by 
the enormous swing of the earth in its 
orbit—has given us the distance of 
about 100, and the spectograph is now 
perfect enough to measure the speed 
at which a star is approaching or re- 
ceding. 

Our own moon is one of the enigmas 
of astronomy. She is moving from her 
appointed place and the deviation is 
increasing, but astronomy cannot ac- 
count for it. Jupiter has been shown 
to be a miniature sun. And the suspi- 
cion that the earth's axis of. revolution 
varies from time to time has been veri- 
fied. 

CATALOGUE OF THE STARS. 


At a meeting of astronomers at Paris 


jnot long ago it was reported that, 


nearly all of the 36,000 plates which, 
when combined, will form a complete 
photographic representation of the 
heavens and by the aid of which all 
stars down to the eleventh magnitude 
are to be catalogued have been made. 

The position of the stars on each 
plate has to be carefully measured and 
although this work is being pushed as 
rapidly as it can be done with accu- 
racy years will] elapse before it is fin- 
ished. On some of the plates, however, 
the measureménts are nearly com- 
pleted. It is expected that the cata- 
logue willl contain about 2,000,000 stars, 
but the number remaining uncata- 
logued because they are fainter than 
the eleventh magnitude will be far 
greater, perhaps as great as 100,000,000 
or even more,

The Individual Personality Takes the 
Brain and Makes it : 
Work. 


{Current Literature:] Those physio- 
logical and surgical facts which 
show that brain matter has itself 
no capacity for thought are of 
Bucly recent discovery that only a 
relatively small number of persons— 
mostly specialists—have the least idea 
that the brain neither originates a 
word nor forms a notion. Anatomy 
and physiology elike indicate that tae 
brain {fg never other than the instru- 
ment of what—in the present state of 
science—must be called the “personal- 
ity.” The personality is as different 
from, as separate from, the brain as 
the violinist is separate from ‘iis vio- 
lin. It is not brain which makes man. 
Man makes one of his brain hemi- 
spheres human by his own labor. If 
a human persenality entered a young 
chimpanzee’s brain—where, by the 
way, !t would find all the required 
cerebral convolutions—that ape could 
then grow into a true inventor. or 
Philosopher. For it is the great man 
who makes the great brain and not 
the great braip which makes the great 
man. This is another way of saying 
that we can make our own brains— 
so far as special functions or aptitudes 
are concerned. Human brain matter 
does not become human in its powers, 
indeed, until the personality within 
takes it in hand to fashion it. 

What is the “he himself’ which thus 
takes the mechanism known as the 
brain and uses it for thought as a 
telegraper would use a ticker and a 
series of wires for the transmission of 
messages? In the present state of anat- 
omy and of pathology. replies Dr. 
Thomson, in effect, we nave here the 
greatest mystery connected with the 
conscious personality. We know that 
the conscious personality—or whatever 
one pleases to call it—has a material 
organ to think with. The conscious per- 
sonality does the thinking. The mat - 
rial organ is the instrument of thought 
and that material organ exists in 
two symmetrical halves. It is only one- 
half of this organ, however,. which 
can be used for speech, or for recog- | 
nizing or knowing anything which is, 
either seen or heard or touched—in the 
sence of the touch which is educated. 
All acquired human endowments, 
therefore, are acquired by modification 
of the material comprising the speak- 
ing half of the brain. This speaking 
half of the brain did not originally 
have a single one of these great func- 
tions, not a single place in it for them, 


any more than its fellow hemisphere ! 


has to the end of its life. They are all 
stamped, as it were, each in its re- 
spective place in the speaking hemi- 
sphere, by a single creative agency. 
All words and all knowled are put 
in the brain and arrang there for 
use, like so many books on their brain 
shelves by the brain’s librarian. Where 
he goes to when he locks this library 
up and leaves for the night—in sieep— 
we do not know; but one thine !s cer- 
tain—not one of the books made itself 
or put itself where it properly is.

TALK CONSOLIDATION. 


Santa Monica Bay Residents Speak 
for and Against Merger With 
Los Angeles. 

VENICE, Nov. 11.—The sentiment of 
the beach, as generally expressed along 
the Rialto, and among the canals, is 
| neither unanimously in favor of or 
vehemently interested in the pro- 
posed consolidation of the beach cities 
with Los Angeles. The one avowed 
object of consolidation is to give the 
entire beach a trunk line sewer to the 
Los Angeles ocean outfall at Hyperion, 
but those who have given the matter 
a thought are of the opinion that the 
sewer question can be solved more 
quickly in a manner much less com- 
plicated and uncertain than is involved 
in an attempt to become a part of 
Los Angeles. They point to the Leg- 
islature, which meets in January, as 
being qualified to give the sewer re- 
lief demanded, by thte creation of a 
sanitary district to include all of the 
beach settiements. Under that system 
the expense of the trunk line would 
be divided between Playa del Rey, 
| Venice, Ocean Park and Santa Mon- 
|ica. The authorization could be given 
by the Legislature and the bonds vot- 
ed for the work of construction be- 
‘fore Los Angeles, the beach  settle- 
ments and the county territory lying 
between the beach municipalities and 
Los Angeles city could possibly record 
at the polis their views on consolida- 
tion.

A HINDOO CREMATED. 


Strange Religious Custom Practiced 
at Astoria—Body Burned on a 
Funeral Pyre. 


On November 2, a funeral pyre 
marked the final obsequies of Rouma 
Singh, a Hindoo, and sent a captive 
soul to rest. In accordance with the 
religious precepts by which he lived 
and the custom of his race, his re- 
mains were burned to ashes, in order 
that the body might no longer possess 
the soul, and the ashes tossed to the 
winds from a boat on the river. The 
man died of intestinal consumption in 
St. Mary’s Hospital, and his country- 
men insisted that the burial services 
be in keeping with the life he had led. 
As far as known, the cremation and 
the attendant services are the first 
to be held in this country. 

Singh had been a resident of Astoria 
for the past few weeks. In company 
with three of his countrymen he came. 
from Puget Sound and sought and ob- 
tained employment in a local lumber 
mill. When Singh became ill his coun- 
trymen were unable to give him the 
necessary care and attention and the 
authorities placed the man in a local 
hospital for treatment. 

The last fey days of Singh were as 
Pathetic as his obsequies were queer. 
From the day he took to his bed until 
he breathed his last he never uttered 
a sound. His countrymen, who eager- 
ly arranged and executed the strange 
ceremony after death, were apparently 
little interested in their companion in 
life and failed to call on him during 
his final hours. 3 

As soon as Singh's death was an- 
nounced his friends immediately 
claimed his body, which Coroner Pohl 
refused to surrender when he learned 
of the fate that awaited it. The Hin- 
doos promptly appealed to P. L. Cher- 
ry, the English Consul, who secured 
an order from Judge McBride directing 
the customary Hindoo burial. 

A crowd watched the burning of the 
body in a secluded spot in the timber. 
Early in the morning the remains were 
taken to the scene by Deputy Coroner 
Pohl and proceedings were at once 
begun by the Hindoos. A huge pyre, 
three feet wide, five feet long and four 
or five feet high, had been prepared. 
On this the corpse was laid, encased 
In a winding sheet and sewed in a 
woolen blanket. As the fire was started

Natural Carbonic. 


In the Auvergne region of France, a 
large amount of carbonic acid gas 
comes from the soil and is one of the 
last traces of the former volcanic ac- 
tivity of this region. The springs that 
yield the gas are found generally in 
the fissures of the ground, which allow 
the water to rise. One of the Mont- 
pensier springs hag been known as the 
“poisoned spring.”” Animals which de- 
scend into the eavity to drink are 
soon ere by the gas which is 
given by the water. 


A Hot Filament. 


According to recent experiments in 
one of the scientific bureaus at Wash- 
ington the temperature of the incan- 
descent filament in an ordinary elec- 
tric lamp varies between 2489 degrees 
and 2890 degrees Fahrenheit. This is 
perceptibly lower than. the meting 
point of tron, which is about 1600 de- 
grees centigrade, or 2912 degrees Fah- 
renhelt. But with carbon fibers a lit- 
tle thicker than ordinary, giving a 
little brighter light, it is thought that 
the temperature may rise to 2962 de- 

Fahrenheit, or 30 degrees above 
the melting point of tron.

DEATH WINS _ 
LAST VICTORY. 


Francisca Cota, Who Fough t 


Last of Proud Dons Who 
Made Local History, 


Many Spanish Families Will 
Honor His Memory, 


Children and grand-children of the 
proudest old families of early Califor- 
Mia gathered last night, in the old 
Spanish way, to sit through the night 


This old man who died last Friday 
was one of the last of the old Spanish 
dons who ruled like kings over the 
vast estates of California before the 
@tingo came. His family is one of 
the most distinguished in early Cal- 
ifornia history, and his was an hon- 
Grable part in the family annals. 

Francisco Cota was over 90 when he 
died. He was born in Lés Angeles on 
one of the enormous ranchos: the ha- 
clenda was about the spot where the 
Roman Catholic cathedral at Main and 
Second streets, now stands, next door 
to the cathedral, they say. 

His father was Guillermo Cota, one 
of the emigrants from Spain, who 
were organized in Sinaloa and came 
north to found the little pueblo that 
has become Los Angeles. 

The family became socia] leaders in 
the gorgeous life of the early Spanish 
land princes. 

HAIR OF A. DEBTOR. 

In those days, it was an insult, a 
subtie insult, to ask a man héw many 
acres he owned; land was reckoned m 
leagues. Monéy was loaned back and 
forth on the s#nple word of a man. 
in those simple-hearted proud days, 
the Cotas used to go to the pioneer 
stores and fling down a handful of 
gold pieces with the order to send out 
as much as that would buy... For se- 
curity on large sums of money, it was 
Sometimes a custom to take a hair 
of the debtor's head as a delicate com- 
pliment, implying that his word and 
one little hair/as reminder was enough 
to Insure payment of any sum.

The Cotas used to give barbecues 
and fiestas that lasted for weeks at a 
time, Visiting back and forth between 
the Lugos, the Del Valles, the Sepul- 
vedas, the Verdugos and man her 
og the old families. > 
Prrancisco Cota from boyhood was 
@ magnificent horseman and became a 
typical Spanish grandee, proud, hoen- 
orable and brave. 

At the death of his father, he in- 

ted a vast estate with parts of 
several famous ranchos, Ballona, 
Cerritos, Los Coyotes. 

His brother, Leonardo Cota 
one of the foremost men in the 
tory of Southern California: he 
one of the early alcaides of Los 7 
gelies in its most strenuous days. 

It was largely through Leonardo 
Cota and the’ brother who now lIies 
dead, that the haciendas of the Span- 
ish were opened socially to the early 


gringos. 

His sister was the wife of old Don 
Manuel Dominguez whose . grandsons 
are Frank, Ralph and Bob Dominguez, 
well known in this city’s business life. 

TOOK PART IN BATTLE. 

When Commodore Stockton landed at 
San Pedro and began the march on 
the Dominguez rancho, Francisco Cota 
was one of the fiery. young Spaniards 
who armed themselvVes as best they 
could and marched with their vaquer- 
ros, or rather rushed, to stop the 
Americanos. 

Cota in fact was one of the most 


»| picturesque features of that battle. He 


was one of the pure-blooded Spanish 
and was a pronounced. biond in com- 
plexion. This impressed Stockton's 
sallors that y were convinced he 
must be an American held captive by 
the Mexicans and raised a fund among 
themselves to try) to accomplish his 
freedom. 

Cota often used to tell his grand- 
children how the vaquerros rode down 
the sailors with their plunging horses. 
The old cannon now planted at Com- 
mercial and Main streets, and resting 
at the Courthouse are souvenirs of 
that battle. 

One of the great events of the early 
social life here was the marriage of 
Francisco Cota to one of the daugh- 
ters of Machado of the Machado 
rancho.

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VESTIGATING 


GERMAN TARIFF. 


TARIFF COMMISSIONERS HAVE 
SAILED FOR EUROPE. 


Attempt to Find Out Just What the 
Germans Want for Tariff Legisia- 
tion by the United States—Really 
an Attempt to Stave Off Threatened 
Tariff Warfare by Germany. 


Tuesday, the Tarif? Commission 
which has been appointed by the De- 
partment of State for the investigation 
of the German tariff situation, sailed 
from New York for Germany, The 
members of the commission are Messrs. 
James Gerry of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and 8. N. D. North of the Cen- 
sus Bureau, and N. E. Stone, who will 
represent the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. The-4atter is now 
in Berlin making a preparatory inves- 
tigation, and will join the other mem- 
bers of the commission on their ar- 
rival, placing at their disposal the ma- 
terlai he has gathered. Mr. Stiles, of 
the Department of Agriculture, who 
Was at first named as a member of 
the commission, will not go, owing to 
the difficulties he experienced with the 
rGerman government when in Germany 
some months ago on the meat inspec- 
tion investigation, in the course of 
which the German government _re- 
quested his withdrawal by the United 
States. 

WORK OF COMMISSION. 

Mach interest is being felt in the 
mission of the experts, Their mode of 
procedure after arriving in Berlin will 
be to place themselves under the di- 
rection of our Ambassador, who will 


bring them into communication with a. 


body of experts appointed by the Ger- 
mans, There wiil then be formal 
meetings and the whole question will 
be threshed out. The commission ex- 
pects to get back to Washington by 
about January 1. Just What the mem- 
bers can do is not very clear. Nomi- 
nally the object in view is to get inw 
communication with the Germans and 
find out what Ahey want. But, af 
course, as eV one knows already 
the ideas of the Germans on this 
question are quite familiar. They were 
expressed in no uncertain manner last 
winter, when the negotiations in prog- 
ress between the two nations cui- 
minated in the drafting of the Payne 
bill for the reform of the customs ad- 
ministrative act. The real purpose 
which will be served by the commis- 
sion is to get a clearer idea of the 
precise minimum that will be taken 
by the Ger government rather than 
start a ft war. There is uncer- 
tainty on this point in administrative 
eircies. It has become plain that the 
policy of biuster and refusal to act 
will not suffice and that some step will 
have to be taken. Just here occurs the 
question. what step can be taken. Also, 
is there any object in taking a step 
unless it will be sufficiently satisfac- 
tory to Germany to stave off tariff 
warfare? The fact is that notice has 
the administration 


in the Senate. As stated in this cor- 
respondence some weeks ago, interests 
adverse to this bill have been busy 
during the past summer, and their 
work has been effective. If anything 
is to be done it will have to be as 
the result of a firm demand on the 
of the administrative branch of 
the government, backed up by a per- 
fectly clear and intelligent knowledge 
of the conditions that must be met. 
The administration must be in posi- 
tion to say to 6s of the Mc- 
Cleary type that it Wa precisely 
what it.is talking about, and that no 
bald assertions as to the position of 
Germany will pass muster.

PPRSONNEL OF COMMISSION. 
While the administration ts fairly 
firm in the desire to do something, al- 
though somewhat shaken by the an- 
| negotiations of the past sum- 
mer, it will, as already. intimated, 
no further necessary. Of this the 
personne! of the commission is ade- 
uate evidence. Mr. North, who heads 
e commission, ts t reputed author 
of the obnoxious wool schedules of the 
Dingley tariff act. Last winter at the 
private White House conference, where 
the whole German matter was can- 


vaseed, a r from Mr. North was 
submitted, in which he stated he 
was 0 to the idea of open hear- 
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ings on customs cases, which was one 
of the cardinal demands of the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York and 
also of the German Embassy. Subse- 
quently tn the course of the evidence 
taken by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee while the question was pend- 
ing, Mr. North's ition adverse to 
the ideas of the bill waa frequently re- 
ferred to. Textile men who were in 
ashington also often quoted him on 
is and other points. Mr. Gerry, the 
second member of the commission, ts a 
skillful treasury customs expert, very 
familiar with the law on all the detalls 
of administration. There is no reason 
to suppose he will favor the taking of 
any very liberal view on the topics 
at issue, but rather the reverse. Mr. 
Stone, of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, is a scientifically- 
trained man, and is very familiar with 
the details of home and foreign tariff 
licy. He is well acquainted with reo- 
procity questions and with the recent 
policy of Germany and other European 
countries. How far he will be allowed 
4 voice is proneenenl. although his 
technical nowledge will be of un- 
doubted service to the commission. 
Mr. Stone is the tariff @xpert of the 
Bureau of Manufactures, and was tak- 
en to Brazil by Secretary Root when 
the latter visited that count during 
the summer as an trfiquirer into 
tariff relations with South American 
countries and Brazil in particular. 
Neither Mr. Gerry nor Mr. Stone is 
likely to stand on the same plane with 
Mr. North in the proceedings, as the 
latter is really the accredited agent of 
the government and undoubtedly ac- 
ceptable to the interests that have been 
blocking progress. 
STATE DEPARTMBNT IN.CONTROL 
The whole matter is, at all events, 
out of the hands of the Treasury De- 
partment and in those of the State 
Department. The commission goes with 
State Department money and on ap- 
pointment of that department, al- 
though, of course, with the copera- 
tion of the other G@epartments repre- 
sented. When it gets home it will re- 
port to the State Department, and its 
early findings will be placed at once in 
the hands of the American Ambassa- 
dor in Berlin. 
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MAY FIND ORIGIN OF MATTER. |
